We shall now turn to the second chap- 
ter and lift a few sentences from the 
text, in which the General tells of his 
acceptance of Christ, early in life: 


“We speak about God and His inter- 
vention in our lives. That is right and 
very natural, but we must remember that 
there is only one way in which we can 
get to know God, and that is through His 
Son, our Lord Jesus Christ. God recog- 
nizes no other means of contact, and it 
was in order to bring this contact about 
that He sent His Son into this world, so 
that He, the Son, might show us God. 
That is fundamental and must be ac- 
cepted without reservation. 


“In God’s great mercy to me He 
brought me to know Him in the only 
possible way, ie., through Jesus Christ, 
while I was still young. It was when 
I was a schoolboy at Charterhouse, four- 
teen years of age, that I came to know 
Him. ... 


“Kt that time God, in His mercy, 
caused me to feel the weight of the bur- 
den of my sins. It was a heavy burden, 
a crushing burden, and one which made 
me feel miserable, and from which I 
greatly desired relief. 


“On the first Sunday of November, 
1893, when I was spending a half-term 
holiday from Charterhouse at Black- 
heath, I realized for the first time, al- 
though I had often heard it before, that 
Jesus Christ, the Son of God, had come 
to this earth for the express purpose of 
laying down His life as the Atonement 
for my sin, in order to deliver me from

“First, separation involves a definite 
resolve, a making up of the mind and 
a determination of a very definite kind. 
We are told that Daniel in such circum- 
stances ‘purposed in his heart that he 
would not defile himself with the king’s 
meat,’ a resolve all the more remarkable 
for its courage in view of Daniel's cir- 
cumstances—a prisoner in a strange 
land. We need to take a similarly bold 
and definite step. 


“The second practical point is this. 
When in doubt, give God the benefit of 
the doubt. We may at times be 
genuinely puzzled about some matter. 
In that case give God the benefit of any 
doubt there is. We will find thai Al- 
mighty God will be no man’s debtor. 


“Separation forces the Christian to 
strike out a line of his own. It develops 
hardihood and independence of charac- 
ter. Just as in the physical realm the 
inhabitants of countries with a severe 
climate develop a rugged hardihood, so, 
also, in the moral realm a _ similar 
phenomenon is in evidence. It develops 
strength of character, independence of 
thought, and a self-confidence of the 
right sort, all of which are of great value 
in a life in the Services, or in any other 
OGD... « 


“If we are where God has placed us, 
and where He wishes us to be, the life so 
lived is, or should be, full-time service 
for God. All one’s life can be lived to 
God’‘s glory, and not only those parts 
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which are concerned with positive and 
aggressive spiritual activities. We are 
told: ‘In all thy ways acknowledge 
Him’; ‘Whatsoever thy hand findeth to 
do, do it with thy might’: ‘Whatscsver 
ye do, do all to the glory of God’. 


“Such an attitude should prevent us 
letting our roots get too deeply fixed in 
things around us, especially if God has 
chosen us to serve Him in what may be 
called a ‘secular’ calling.”

IHE General is a firm believer in 

DIVINE GUIDANCE for lives definite- 
ly surrendered to God. He believes 
that, down to smallest details, the affairs 
of God’s children may be regulated by 
an over-shadowing, Infinite Intelligence 
—through trust, prayer and obedience. 
By way of personal testimony, he cites 
several such experiences in his own 
life: 

“I came home in August of that year, 
after having been commanding in 
Malaya for nearly four years. Owing 
to the new age rules which had been 
brought in, I was obliged to retire on 
reaching England, a state which was 
peculiarly galling to me at the outbreak 
of war, since it precluded me from be 
ing appointed to an active command in 
the field.

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pointment which might possibly be of- 


fered me. It certainly was not one 
which appealed to me, but I was ready 
to accept anything rather than continue 
to be unemployed. However, nothing 
came of this. The scheme fell through 
—I do not know why. 


“Then, in April, another appointment 
was suggested, and I was told I was be- 
ing considered for it. It again was one 
which did not attract me, but I would 
have gladly accepted it, had it been defi- 
nitely offered. Thus God seemed to 
shut these two doors that I knew of, be- 
sides others of which I did not know, be- 
cause, as I see now, He had something 
far better for me. 


“Bbout the 18th or 19th April, 1940, I 
had finished lunch in my Club, and was 
leaving the dining-room, when I was 
told that the Chief of the Imperial Gen- 
eral Staff, General Sir Edmund Ironside 
(now Field-Marshal Lord Ironside), who 
was also lunching there, wanted to 
speak to me. I went up to his table, 
and he said: ‘Will you go to Malta?’ I 
replied, ‘Certainly. In what capacity?’ 
He said, ‘As Governor.’ That was a 
thing I had never dreamed of in my 
wildest flights of imagination—but that 
was what God had in mind for me.” 


* * * 


I REGRET that space is not available 

to discuss General Dobbie’s teach- 
ing on the philosophy of prayer. He 
discusses the factors involved, in at- 
tacking Satan’s strongholds, with the ac- 
curacy of a military genius planning an 
attack against enemy lines on a field of 
battle. He relies, absolutely, upon the 
supernatural. Far from shying at mir- 
acles, he says boldly that we should ex- 
pect them—anticipate them, in response 
to prayer: 


“In the year 1918, the final year of 
the Great War, I was.in the operation 
section of the General Staff at Gener 
H. Q. in France, on the staff of the Com- 
mander-in-Chief—Sir Douglas Haig. My 
special duties were concerned with the 
distribution of our forces, and to see that 
the necessary moves were carried out in 
order to meet the requirements of the 
changing situation. 


“At the end of March, it became nec- 
esary, on account of the pressure of the 
enemy, to move a certain division from 
the north of our line to the south—in 
order to meet a serious threat of a break- 
through. I knew how vitally important 
it was that this move should take place 
without delay. I knew that otherwise 
the Germans might succeed in their 
prime object of separating us from the 


French Armies, and that, humanly 
speaking, would mean we lost the war. 


“Knowing all this, I telephoned to the 
officer who acted as a liaison officer with 
the railways, and told him we needed 
trains at certain named stations in the 
north to move a specified division to 
certain stations in the south, and that 
the move was to be carried out without 
delay. He replied that such a move 
was impossible as there was no rolling 
stock available. I said: ‘But this is 
vital. Rolling stock must be found from 
somewhere or other.’ He again replied 
that it was absolutely impossible, and 
that no amount of argument would alter 
facts. 


“Perhaps he was right. But though 
arguments cannot change things, yet 
prayer can. I hung up'the receiver and 
knelt down in my office at Montrenil, 
and laid the matter before God. I said 
to Him: ‘Lord, I have come to the end of 
my tether. It seems absolutely neces- 
sary that we should carry out this move, 
if we are not to lose the war—please 
help.’ 


“I got up from my knees and went on 
with other work. Shortly afterwards my 
telephone rang again, and I heard the 
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voice of the officer to whom I had been 
speaking. He said: “You know that 
move of the —— Division about which 
you were speaking to me: well, the most 
extraordinary thing has happened. Suf- 
ficient rolling stock has suddenly and 
quite unexpectedly become available, 
and we can carry out the move as re- 
quested.’ 





“The move was carried out. The 
— Division arrived in the southern 
sector in time to plug the hole the Ger- 
mans were punching in our line and we 
did not lose the war! 


“I know that the recital of these facts 
raises many problems and questions. 
It seems to suggest that God takes sides. 
Suppose there were some Christian of- 
ficer on the German side praying that 
God would enable their armies to break 
through? I am aware of these difficul- 
ties, and do not know that I can answer 
them to the satisfaction of everyone. 
They are constantly arising in various 
forms. I can only recount the event as 
it happened, or as it appeared to hap- 
pen in my sight.”

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T will be possible, in this review, only 
to touch briefly upon the Story of 
Malta, as told in the book. We read: 


“The summer of 1940 was a time of 
crisis for the British Empire. Disaster 
had come to our expeditionary force in 
France. Italy decided to throw her lot 
unreservedly with Germany. This de- 
cision immediately put an entirely new 
complexion on the strategical situation, 
especially in the Mediterranean. Bad 
as the situation was before, it now be- 
came infinitely worse. It was evident 
that Malia, lying as it does, in the very 
center of the Mediterranean, and flank- 
ing the Italian life line between Italy 
and North Africa, was not only of great- 
est importance, but was. in fact, the vital 
key point which must be held at all 
costs.” 


When General Dobbie reached Malta, 
he found himself confronted with exceed- 
ingly difficult problems. The Island is 
the most densely populated country in 
the world, averaging 2,700 persons to 
the square mile, as compared for in- 
stance, with 40 in the United States. 
“This state of affairs may be acceptable 
in ordinary circumstances, but it is the 
last thing one would choose for a fortress 
likely to have to fight for its life.” 


We read: “Every unit of the army was 
needed at home (the British Isles), so as 
to put up some sort of defense against 
expected invasion. Our defense re- 
sources in Malta were unbelievably 
meager. Attack was not only possible, 
but likely, in a variety of forms. There 
was, in the first place, the likelihood of a 
full-scale invasion by sea and air. The 
Italians had for a long time been boast- 
ing that this was what they intended to 
do as soon as war was declared. They 
expected, so they said, to capture the 
fortress within a day or two. 


“To meet the air danger we needed 
fighter aircraft and anti-craft guns. Of 
both of these we had hardly any. No 
aircraft had at that time been allotted 
to Malta for its defense. They were all 
needed elsewhere; but we were able to 
lay our hands on four Gloster-Gladiator 
fighters, which were found in cases in 
the dockyard stores, and were reserved 
for the Fleet Air Arm of the Mediter- 
ranean Fleet. These were slow, out-of- 
date machines, but they were all we 
had. 


“So far as anti-aircraft guns were 
concerned, we were nearly as badly off. 








We had sixteen only with which to pro- 
tect the many vital spots—and these 
guns were mostly of an obsolescent 
type: they did not include any light 
A. A. guns for dealing with lew-flying 
aircraft. Thus it will be seen that our 
air defenses generally were hopelessly 
defective. 


“RAs regards the danger of invasion, 
our other resources to meet it were 
also thoroughly inadequate. We need- 
ed infantry to watch and to defend the 
various sea beaches where such land- 
ings could be made (and there were 
more than thirty miles of beaches to be 
watched in this way), as well as to de- 
fend the various places within the 
Island where airborne landings might, 
and probably would, be attempted. To 
do all that with any degree of adequacy 
we needed a strong force of infantry. 
Actually, we had four battalions of the 
Regular Army, beside one Maltese Ter- 
ritorial battalion, which was in the 
throes of reorganization at the time, and 
for that reason (and that reason alone) 
not then fully effective. ... 


“But it was good to remember that 
God’s deliverance does not depend on 
the size of our force. ‘It is nothing 
with Thee to help with many, or with 
them which have no strength.’” 


General Dobbie issued a Special 
Order of the Day upon reaching Malta 
and the document contained this clause: 


“It may be that hard times lie ahead 
of us, but however hard they may be, I 
know that the courage and determina- 
tion of all ranks will not falter, and that 
with God's help we will maintain the se- 
curity of this fortress. I therefore call 
upon all officers and other ranks hum- 
bly to seek God's help, and then, in re- 
liance upon Him, to do their duty un- 
flinchingly.” 

Four chapters of the book are devoted 
to the Story of Malta. Faced with seem- 
ingly impossible situations and insur- 
mountable problems, the General re- 
tired again and again to headquarters 
for prayer. He called upon his fellow 
officers and the civilian population to 
join him in spreading needs before the 
Throne of Grace. 


Marvelous indeed are the answers re- 
corded in these pages! 


* * * 


ENERAL Dobbie should be given an 
important seat at post-war peace 
conferences, where the destiny of many 
nations will be shaped. His presence 
would inspire confidence among Chris- 
tiams throughout the world. His de- 
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3 cisions would be motivated by prayer. 


Through him, the Holy Spirit would have 
a channel for directing the thoughts of 
men into avenues of truth. There is a 
premium today upon integrity and Gen- 
eral Dobbie exemplifies this virtue per- 
haps more readily than any other indi- 
vidual active in international affairs. 


If on the other hand, the parade of 
prophetical events has carried the hu- 
man family down to the end-time of the 
present age (as many of us firmly be-

States of America, or to accuse the plain- 
tiff of the crime of sedition or treason.’ ” 





THER libel suits are pending, and 

reports currently circulated indicate 
others are soon to be filed. But the fore- 
going retraction is sufficient to destroy 
confidence in the book and discredit 
those who have quoted it as an author- 
ity. Walter Winchell finds himself in 
a particularly awkward position. 


According to the Dies Committee: the 
Author of “Under Cover” is an alien- 





born citizen by the name of Avedis 
Arthur Derounian—who has, at various 
times, used the following aliases: George 
Pagnanelli, Thomas L. Decker, John 
Correa, Rudolph Kibers, Carlove Der- 
ounian and John Roy Carison. 


He uses his real name Derounian, 
however, when writing articles for the 
official Communist magazines of the 
United States. 








Early American Hymns 


Evangelist Phil Kerr . . . Glendale, California 





7 first book ever printed on the 

North American continent was a 
hymnal. When the Puritans brought 
the first printing press across the ocean, 
their earliest production was the “Bay 
Psalm Book.” 


It was edited by a committee of three 
men, John Eliot, Richard Mather and 
Thomas Welde. Students of early 
American history will recall that John 
Eliot was the famous “apostle to the 
Indians.” 


In the Foreword of this book, Mather 
editorialized on current questions which 
were receiving considerable attention. 
He wrote: “First, what psalmes are to be 
sung in Churches? whether David's and 
other Scripture psalmes, or the psalmes 
invented by the gifts of godly men in 
every age of the church? Secondly, if 
Scripture psalmes, whether in their own 
words or in such meter as English poetry 
is wont to run in? Thirdly, by whom 
are they to be sung? whether by the 





whole chtirches together with their 
voices? or by one man singing alone 
and the rest joyning in silence and in 
the close saying amen?” 


Mather’s conclusions were that the 
Puritan singing should be by entire con- 
gregations and that David’s Psalms 
should be used exclusively. 


The next point of discussion con- 
cerned the manner in which David's 
Psalms were to be arranged, whether 
translated into English as literally as 
possible, or re-arranged into more 
smoothly flowing lines of singable 
poetry. Mather’s Foreword explained the 
problem in these words: 


“If these verses are not always as 
smooth and elegant as some may de- 
sire or expect, let them consider that 
God’s Altar needs not our pollishings; 
Exodus 20; for wee have respected rather 
c plaine translation, than to smooth our 
verses with the sweetness of any para- 
pkrase, and so have attended Con- 
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science rather than Elegance, fidelity 
rather than poetry, in translating David's 
poetry into english meetre.” 


The arrangement of the Twenty-third 
Psalm which received Mather’s approval 
is as follows: 


The Lord to mee a shepheard is, 
Want therefore shall not I; 

Hee in the folds of tender grasse 
Doth cause mee downe to lie; 

To waters calme hee gently leads, 
Restore my soul doth hee; 

Hee doth in paths of righteousness 
For his names sake leade mee; 

Yea though in valley of death’s shade 
I walk. none ill I’ll feare; 

Because thou art with mee, thy rod 
And staffe my comfort are. 

For mee a table thou hast spread 
In presence of my foes; 

Thou dost annoynt my head with oyle, 
My cup it overflowes 

Goodness and mercy surely shall 
All my days follow mee; 

And in the Lord’s house I shall dwell 
So long as dayes shall bee. 


The book was small in size, four and 
one half by seven inches, and bound in 
leather covers with brass clasps. Seven- 
teen hundred copies were printed of the 
first edition in 1640, of which only ten 
are known to be in existence. Of the 
second edition, printed in 1647, only two 
copies remain. The third edition was 
published in 1650, followed by twenty- 
seven editions in the next hundred 
years. 


Although fostered by the Puritans, the 
“Bay Psalm Book” came to be accepted 
by all Christian groups in the New 
World, except those who adopted the 
new Watts-Wesley “hymn-singing.” 


The first eight editions of the “Bay 
Psalm Book” were printed without tunes. 
The ninth edition, in 1698, was the first 
book to include notes of music. It con- 
tained fourteen tunes: A writer says: 
“The tunes were printed in two parts, the 
bass and the treble, and the musit was

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without bars except to divide the lines. 

_ Under each note was placed the initial 
of a syllable denoting the tone to be ap- 
plied when singing by note, and care- 
ful. directions were given for the set- 
ting of the tune so that it could be car- 
ried through ‘without Squeaking above 
or Grumbling below’.” 


John Tufts published the New World’s 
first “musical instruction” book in 1712, 
“so contrived that the learner may at- 
tain the skill of singing Psalm Tunes 
with the greatest ease imaginable.” A 
few years later he published a collec- 
tion of thirty-seven hymn-tunes. 


Meanwhile, the influence of Isaac 
Watts and Charles Wesley (in favor of 
combining hymn-singing with Psalm- 
singing) was sweeping the American 
colonies. Early in the eighteenth cen- 
tury Thomas Prince, a Baptist Minister, 
boldly issued an edition of the “Bay 
Psalm Book” to which were added fifty 
hymns. Benjamin Franklin joined the 
crusade and published an American edi- 
tion of Watts’ “Psalms and Hymns” in 
1729. 


During the American Revolution it be- 
came necessary to revise many of 
Watts’ hymns, as they “made sundry 
and very pointed references to the 
British sovereign and his kingdom.” 
These revised songs were called “Ac- 
commodated Psalms.” The first edition 
of such hymns was published by the 


brilliant Joel Barlow, who served as a 
chaplain during the Revolution and 
later as United States Minister to France. 


Dr. Timothy Dwight, president of Yale 
College and grandson of Jonathan Ed- 
wards, also published a widely-circu- 
lated Americanized edition of Watts’ 
songs. Samuel Davies, president of the 
college which later became Princeton 
University, wrote several hymns and 
lent powerful impetus to the crusade 
against the exclusive singing of Psalms. 


The influence of Samson Occom can- 
not be overlooked. A Connecticut Indian, 
he was converted under Jonathan Ed- 
wards and later ordained by the Presby- 
terians. He created quite a sensation 
in England, as the first Christian Indian 
Preacher to visit that country. While 
there he raised more than one hundred 
thousand dollars for the establishment 
of the college which later became Dart- 
mouth University. 


Occom wrote many hymns. His Indian 
converts were very fond of singing, a 
fact attested by many historians of those 
times. Occom’s “Choice Collection of 
Hymns and Spiritual Songs,” published 
in 1774, was circulated widely. . 


Extreme hardships experienced by the 
early colonists were reflected in the 
lugubrious nature of many of their 
hymns. The Puritans looked with dis- 
favor upon anything that was pleasant 
or joyful. Most of the preaching con- 
cerned the doom of the sinner. Puritan 
children were taught to sing: 


Come, let us mow forget our mirth, 
And think that we must die.

Instead of Watts’ songs of joy (of 
which he wrote many), early American 
hymnals gave prominent place to such 
of Watts’ songs as this: 


My thoughts on awful subjects roll, 
Damnation and the dead. 

Hark, from the tombs a mournful sound, 
Mine ears attend the cry, 

Ye living men, come view the ground 
Where you must shortly lie. 


It is a strange fact that Charles Wes- 
ley’s beautiful “Jesus Lover Of My Soul” 
was almost unknown during those times 


“. «as was also the case with his “Hark 


The Herald Angels Sing.” Yet, almost 
every American hymnal gave promi- 
nence to Wesley’s hymn of death: 

Ah, lovely appearance of death! 


What sight upon earth is so fair? 
Not all the gay pageants that breathe 
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Can with a dead body compare. 
With solemn delight I survey 

The corpse, when the spirit is fled, 
In love with the beautiful clay 
And longing to lie in its stead. 


The preaching of judgment by Ed- 
wards and Finney resulted in the popu- 
larity of such hymns as: 


Far in the deep where darkness dwells, 
The land of horror and despair, 
Justice has built a dismal hell 
And laid her stores of vengeance there. 


It should be remembered that in early 
American days there were many hymn- 
poets and few hymn-composers. Hymn- 
poems could be circulated freely, but it 
was difficult for a new melody to be- 
come widely known. There were two 
reasons. First: knowledge of musical 
notation was limited to a few people. 
Second: the art of printing musical 





notes had not become fully developed. 


As the fesult, there were only a few 
well-known tunes in circulation, each 
bearing a distinctive name. Many sets 
of words would fit a given tune. Thus, 
an -author of new words found it easy 
to introduce his hymn-poem . . . while 
the composer of a new melody was find- 
ing difficulty in launching his tune. 


However, the melodies of several early 
American hymn-composers met with 
general approval. Of these, foremost 
were Francis Hopkinson, James Lyon 
and William Billings. 


Billings, a tanner by trade, was a lov- 
er of music and constantly composed 
new tunes. Although blind in one eye, 
and with a withered arm and crippled 


leg, he was a splendid singer. His fresh | 
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and vigorous melodies were eagerly ac- 
cepted by the colonists who had grown 
tired of melodies brought over from 
England. He was responsible for sev- 
eral innovations in religious singing, all 
of which met with severe opposition in 
some quarters. For example, he advo- 
cated singers suiting actions to their 
words—clapping their hands for in- 
stance, when they sang “O clap your 
hands” from the 47th Psalm. He was a 
pioneer in the introduction of part-sing- 
ing, when the general religious custom 
had been unison singing. Also, he fa- 
vored the use of musical instruments in 
religious services, a custom which was 
generally prohibited at that time.

IVINE FAITH. “The faith of the 

Son of God,” Divine faith, consists of 
a spiritual form, or image, representing 
a Divine purpose, and a spiritual energy 
directed to the fulfillment of that pur- 
pose, the two constituting an ideal, and a 
power, united to accomplish that where- 
unto they are sent. 


To apprehend this proposition, we 
should see, first, a projected form, or a 
concept of a condition that represents a 
Divine plan. Now see this form given 
substance and made real by the activity 
of spiritual energy, so that the design is 
reproduced in a substantial phenomenon. 
The faith-form is a mental creation: the 
energy by which it is given substance 
arises from Divine love and will. Its 
manifestations are constructive of God’s 
purposes and destructive of whatever is 


contrary thereto. Divine faith is mani- 
fested through the ministry of the Holy 
Spirit. It is unlimited in power, but 
limited in effectiveness by the faith of 
the human instrument through whom it 
is given expression. 


Since every attribute and quality of a 
person comes into expression as a vital 
energy, faith always implies force, ac- 
tion. Even in its receptive form it is 
magnetic, attractive—a positive drawing. 
That aspect of faith that gives trust in 
an uncertainty, confidence in a promise, 
belief without positive assurance, is 
strictly human. God knows from the 
beginning, and therefore does not have 
to exercise this kind of faith. He can 
achieve as He chooses, provided there is 
human cooperation, to which He limits 
Himself that He may permit the freedom 
of the human will. 
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HUMAN FAITH. Primarily, human 
faith is a subjective assurance of some- 
thing believed in or expected, which gives 
rise to confidence in the coming to pass 
of the things hoped for. The psychosis 
of faith includes a thought-form that 
serves as a mental matrix for the reali- 
zation of an ideal, and corresponding 
emotional and volitional energies that 
tend to produce or bring about the thing 
represented in the thought-form. True 
faith is not complacent resignation to 
fate, nor passive trust in an uncertainty; 
but a positive mental and emotional ac- 
tion conducive to the realization of the 
thing desired. 

Human faith differs in strength and 
character with individuals. It may be 
increased in all by training, and multi- 
plied by Grace. Its greatest influence

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is in the subjective self. It is a pow- 
erful stimulus to aspirations, hopes “and 
purposes. It is highly potential in af- 
fecting bodily functions, and in the cure 
of disease. It plays an important part 
in all great achievements. It is one of 
the mighty forces of human nature. 
Wisely directed, it makes for strength, 
efficiency and progress; perverted, it 
sustains all sorts of fallacies, frauds, 
superstitions and Satanic illusions. Hu- 
man faith, however strong, cannot ac- 
complish supernatural works. 


DIVINE-HUMAN FAITH. In regener- 
ate, Spirit baptized persons, the coales- 
cense of the Holy Spirit with the human 





spirit results in Divine-human faith- 
power. This united faith cgmes into ex- 
pression through the human agent. 
Thus, by the ministry of the Holy 
Spirit, human faith is energized and 
sustained by Divine power. This united 
power is not simply a vital energy; it is 
a united personality—God and man one 
in action. The Divine element is omnip- 
otent; the human is the instrument for 
the accomplishment of specific works 
according to Divine purposes. 


This blended, concerted action of the 
Holy Spirit and the human spirit consti- 
tuted the miracle working power of the 
ancient prophets and early Christians. It 
was lost to Christianity by a decline in 
personal dependence upon the indwelling 
presence and ministry of the Holy Spirit: 
it is to be regained by receiving Him and 
working with Him. As man is dependent 
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upon God for power; so God’s manifesta- 
tions of power through man are accord- 
ing to the measure of man’s faith, hence 
the Master’s sayings, “As is your faith 
so be it unto you,” and “All things are 
possible to him that believeth.” 


THE KEY TO FAITH. Our means of 
uniting with the Holy Spirit in the ex- 
pression of the Divine human faith is 
summed up in the word, TRUST. Heart- 
trust has been the means of power, vic- 
tory, faith, deliverance and mighty works 
in and through the saints of God in all 
ages. 


The trust of faith is more than a pas- 
sive confidence; it is a positive, purpose- 
ful laying hold of God with the deter- 
mination and assurance that overcomes 
all opposition, and will neither doubt nor 
let go. Abraham trusted God in defiance 
of nature’s laws. Job, though tried to 
the limit of human endurance, said, 
“Though He slay me, yet will I trust 
Him.” 


It is this aggressive, emotional and 
volitional trust that constitutes the me- 
dium of faith, I WILL TRUST THEE O 
GOD, is the beginning of the manifesta- 
tion of Divine Power. This resolution 
should be declared over and over with 
deep emotion, yearning desire, and earn- 
est emphasis on the “WILL” until the 
Spirit establishes unwavering trust. 
“Trust Him that is able to do exceeding 
abundantly above all that we ask or 
think according to the power that work- 
eth in us.” (Eph. 3:20.) 


PRAISE YE THE LORD. Heart praise 
is the next great essential for realizing 
faith-power. Trust receives the power; 
praise gives it expression; continuity of 
expression makes it effective. Praise is 
a grateful action of the will in line with 
the Divine will. It forms an effective 
means of «working with God in accom- 
plishing a given purpose. It is the coun- 
terpart and sequence of trust. Trust and 
praise united enable us to hold the right 
thought-forms, and produce the right 
emotional and volitional activities for 
combined, concerted action. Whenever 
we cease trusting, praising and giving 
thanks, we lose capacity for effective 
faith efforts. 


& 


We are prone to praise God according 
to our feelings. This is a mistake; how 
we chance to feel should not be consid- 
ered. In fact, the less attention we pay 
to our feelings and the more we rejoice 
in the presence, perfection and manifes- 
tation of Christ Within, the more will 
His perfection come into expression. 
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Praise in the hour of trial is our way to 
Grace for overcoming. Praise in pain 
and distress brings the healing touch. 
Even in the depths of discouragement and 
the darkness of despair he that trusts 
God and offers up the sacrifice of praise 
will receive strength. The fact that 
Christ gives us Himself with all His vir- 
tues, attributes, powers and eternal Life 
is sufficient cause for praise and thanks- 
giving, no matter what our temporal con- 
ditions. 


SOURCE OF TRUST AND PRAISE. 
Perfect love begets perfect trust and 
heart gratitude. Perfect love is a Divine 
gift through a special work of Grace. 
This gift is the one supreme need for 
complying with every condition of faith 
and for working with God. When we love 
God with the whole heart, the Holy Spir- 
it, uniting in the love aspect with the 
human spirit, engenders the vital flame 
from which come the primal qualities 
and powers, including faith. The more 
love, the more faith! The more we know 
of spiritual forces, laws and processes, 
the more significant and all-inclusive be- 
comes the great commandment. Out of 
the fire of the heart come power, illumi- 
nation, and every other gift. To increase 
any quality, we should begin in the heart 
and intensify the flame. 


The human love needed for working 
faith is more than devotion to the Su- 
preme Being, more than a worshipful at- 
titude toward Christ our Redeemer: it 
is personal affection, filial dependence, 
complete consecration and self-abandon- 
ment to the Holy One, who, because of 
love for us, condescends to indwell us by 
His Spirit that we may be transformed. 
This holy intimacy, this personal union 
through love, gives implicit confidence 
and the spontaneous heart praise through 
which comes united faith-power. 


DIRECTING FAITH. Jesus said, “All 


‘ power is given unto me in heaven and 


in earth.” (Matt. 28:18) His power is 
made manifest in the Holy Spirit. Effec- 
tive faith action begins as an impulse 
from the Spirit that causes the right 
emotion and thought-form. The emotion 
is first. It is like one saying, I want to 
go home, not out of a plan or a vision 
of how, but out of homesickness. The 
desire gives rise to the plan: the plan 
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becomes the means of fulfilling the de- 
sire. When we change this order, and 
plan first, We create an ideal, not a re- 
ality, a picture of a thing, not a thing. 
When we enter into love, and uniting with 
the Spirit FEEL FIRST; out of this holy 
yearning will come the right thought- 
form to be sustained by Divine Grace. 


Faith action is not an intellectual ef- 
fort, neither does it require exceptional 
will-power, concentration, or suggestive 
ability. It is purposeful, earnest, loving, 
laying hold of a promise, and sympathetic 
uniting with the Lord for the accom- 
plishment of the thing hoped for. The 
thought-form is smiply a means of con- 
tinuing in the right emotion. A child 
may meet the conditions of faith; but, 
other things being equal, the stronger the 
personality, the deeper the concentration 
and the clearer the conscious union with 
the Spirit, the greater is faith capacity. 
When one tries to do the works of faith 
by mind-power or will-power, the effort 
inhibits love and prevents sympathetic 
cooperation with the Spirit, thus defeat- 
ing the end. 


Faith-power is directed to the accom- 
plishment of a specific work by lovingly 
uniting with the Holy Spirit in holding 
without wavering the thought-form and 
emotion representing the thing hoped for. 
To the degree that this medium is sus- 
tained are the conditions met for realiz- 
ing a finished work of faith. “He that 
wavereth is like a wave of the sea driven 
with the wind and tossed. For let not 
that man think that he shall receive any- 
thing of the Lord.” (Jas. 1:6, 7.) 


THE VIEWPOINT OF FAITH. To 
accomplish the works of faith, we should 
bear in mind the fact that spiritual forces 
tend to produce, on the physical plane, 
the perfection that is in the spiritual 
Kingdom, Therefore, whatever is ac- 
cording to the will of God may be actual- 
ized through faith, provided the motive 
is right, and the faith sufficient to serve 
the Holy Spirit in His operation. 


We should recognize His presence, His 
omnipotent power, and His willingness to 
cooperate with us in every righteous ef- 
fort. We should know that all created 
forces, substances and material forma- 
tions are subject to Him. We should take 
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no thought of anything material and have 
no fear of any force prevailing therein 
or arising therefrom. As frost-crystals 
dissolve under the sun’s rays, as error 
disappears in the presence of truth; so 
all natural forms and forces are subject 
to spiritual forces and activities. 


THE PRAYER OF FAITH. “All things 
whatsoever ye pray and ask for, believe 
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that ye receive them, and ye shall have 
them.” (Mark 11:24.) The prayer of 
faith consists primarily in a righteous 
heart impulse Godward. This impulse 
gives rise to the emotion and thought- 
form to be worded. The Holy Spirit is 
the Inspirer of right impulses. We know 
not how to pray aright except by His in- 
spiration; but we have the assurance of 
His help whenever we honestly seek only 
the Divine will. We should ask Him to 
inspire in us right desires and to word 
our petitions. 


The prayer of faith is predicated upon 
the understanding that God the Father 
is the one to whom we pray and from 
whom we receive; whom we approach 
through Christ-Jesus by the power of the 
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Holy Spirit. The Father always seeks 
to glorify the Son: the Son seeks to glo- 
rify the Father on the earth: the Holy 
Spirit is ever present to execute the Di- 
vine will. Therefore, we pray the Father 
in Jesus’ name, (that is, as one who be- 
longs to Jesus) by the Spirit, to glorify 
the Son in the fulfillment of our petition 
according to His will. “Thy will be 
done,” is the dominant desire in every 
true prayer of faith. 


Having placed our petition, we should 
accept the answer at once, through loving 
trust and praise, holding it as a present 
reality without doubt or question. Our

We come 
boldly to the throne of Grace, not from 
knowledge, fulfillment of law, or personal 
merit; but by way of the Cross. The 
Blood is our surety. It is in Christ that 
we cry, “Abba Father,” and rest our 
petition in a faith that cannot fail. 


Faith should be centered upon the Di- 
vine purpose to glorify Christ in destroy- 
ing evil and restoring the Divine ideal. 
This includes everything for which we 
have a right to pray, and forms a basis 
for right devotional effort. In its spe- 
cific application, we may not necessarily 
have this concept in mind; but every 
prayer should be conformed to, and the 
answer claimed, in keeping with this 
ideal. 


To illustrate: suppose a man wants 
freedom from the tobacco habit. He 
knows that it does not glorify Christ; 
that it is expensive, harmful, offensive 
and defiling to God’s temple. This knowl- 
edge should convict him of the sin of the 
habit. Out of conviction should come 
heart desire and prayer for deliverance 
from the evil appetite and restoration of 
the normal. Having prayed the prayer 
of faith he should continue to hate the 
sin he has put away, accept deliverance 
therefrom, and persist in praising God 
for the manifestation of purity. 


Pursuing this course, he is in harmony 
with the Divine purpose of destroying 
evil and substituting good. He is ful- 
filling the law of faith, which makes it 
consistent for God to forgive the sin, and 
through the manifestation of the Holy 
Spirit accomplish the work of cleansing 
and restoring. By continuing in this heart 
attitude, he cooperates with the min-_ 
istry of Grace in perpetuating the deliv- 
erance that has been given him. 
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The foregoing method is applicable to 
the putting off of any fault, quality, or 
element of the old nature, and receiving 
the Divine substitute. Except we HATE 
the evil and LOVE the good there will 
be a subjective clinging to the old and 
resistance to the Spirit. If we lack this 
hatred or this love, we should will to 
have them and pray for Grace to man- 
ifest them. 














In applying this method, one naturally 
begins with besetting sins, such as fear, 
worry, anger, greed, stubbornness, in- 
chastity, dishonesty, unbelief, hypocrisy, 
faithlessness, etc. But when these have 
been destroyed, and Divine nature substi- 
tuted, the Spirit will reveal other quali- 
ties quite as offensive to God as these 
common sins, which must be treated in 
the same way. By continuing this proc- 
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ess, we eventually come to SELF, and 
discover in self the root of all our faults. 
If we have the Grace and the courage to 
treat selfhood in the same way that we 
did besetting sins, our old nature, root 
and branch, may be cast out and Christ 
become all in all. 











The Personal Appearance Of Jesus 
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ns personal appearances of Jesus 

has been a subject of speculation 
since the second century of the Chris- 
tian era. Each age has left its idea in- 
corporated in art. 


The Romans of the late Empire repre- 
sented Him as a Roman, sturdy, ener- 
getic, even the military type. Artists of 
the Middle Ages pictured Him as a Man 
of Sorrows, acquainted with grief, weak, 
frail, downcast, bearing the sins of the 
world upon stooped shoulders. Early 
artists presented our Lord as unsocial 
and out of touch with humanity. 


The later centuries pictured Him as a 
docile, retiring, timid person. They of- 
fered the world a Saviour devoid of de- 
termination, without the fire of person- 
ality, lacking capacity for leadership, 
possessing that cast of countenance 
found today in the real Orient, fatalistic, 
resigned to the tendency of fate, having 
no will to alter the course of human 
events. 


Yet, there never lived a Man Who did 
so much to change the world. He al- 
tered the thought of the entire race. He 
changed the course of human hisiory. 
He gave every phase of life a new 
meaning. He dug a new channel for 
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the flow and purpose of the thing which 
we call the course of events. Could a 
weakling have realized such achieve- 
ments, and at the present time, still be 
the guiding influence of all the con- 
structive figure given us by artists at a 
time when Christ’s followers were pass- 
ing through great suffering, fails to 
properly convey the tremendous powers 
of this, the greatest Personality the world 
has ever known. 


The mother of the Lord Jesus Christ 
must have been a perfect woman phy- 
sically, mentally and morally—because 
it required thousands of years for God 
to prepare a body in which to house 
deity. Without this preparation, it 
would have been necessary for Him to 
enter our world in some other manner. 


If God was His direct Father, then 
there was perfection: and if that is true, 
the mother must have been perfect in 
every respect. Jesus later told His 
disciples: “Be ye therefore perfect even 
as your Father which is in heaven is 
perfect.” Perfection is required by God. 
Put these ideas together. The result is 
that Jesus must have been a perfect 
Man physically, mentally and morally. 


The Roman idea of picturing Christ 
as a perfect physical specimen, had in 





it elements of truth. Of course, the Ro- 
mans, gained their notion of physical 
perfection from the Greeks. For cen- 
turies, Athenians strove to produce a 
perfect man, both physically and men- 
tally. They came as near reaching the 
objective as humanly possible. The 
Spartans tried to produce a human mili- 
tary machine, but neglected the mental 
phase—and failed. The Athenian com- 
bined these elements and undertook to 
perfect all factors that constituted a man. 


The Roman idea of perfection was 
modeled upon the Greek conception. 
The Romans attempted to surpass the 
Greeks by eliminating sentimentality. 
They hardened their bodies, souls and 
religion—as it were, and made man 
more adamant. 


Let us see if discoveries made the 
last fifty years in the field of archae- 
ology can throw light upon the matter 
of Christ’s appearance. 

The first thing to consider is a mural 
in the catacombs beneath the city of 


Rome. Of course, this painting was 
familiar to the school boy of a genera-

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tion or two ago. It was reproduced in 
all the texts of general history, and 
formed a part of the standard equipment 
of all such books. 


This mural was called “The Shepherd” 
and, as many will remember, repre- 
sented a young beardless man carrying 
a lamb upon his shoulders. There was 
a dispute as to whether or not the artist 
wished his painting to pass as an actual 
likeness of Jesus, or merely as a sym- 
bol. The consensus of best opinion 
favored the latter idea. But this mural 
remained for years the type outside. the 
so-called holy representations. 


Hanging in the cathedral of Turin, 
Italy, is an artifact that is puzzling in 
many -respects. It does not belong to 
the Catholic Church but is the private 
property of the King of Raly, or rather 
of his House. It is loaned to the Church. 
This artifact is known to Christians and 
archaeologists as the Holy Shroud, or 
the Mantle of Turin. 


This shroud is a single woven piece 
of cloth a hundred and sixty-two inches 
long, and fifty-two inches wide. As it 
meets the eye today, it appears simply 
a darkish brown piece of cloth, and 
would not under ordinary circumstances 
command a second glance. But when 
its history is known, it becomes an item 
of incomparable importance. 


Its existence can be traced back to 
Lirey in the Diocese of Troyes, to the 
year 1360. Back of that, its history is 
lost in the mists of antiquity. Archae- 
ologists are forced to stop at that date. 
But tradition does not pause there. 





In 1453, it was at Chambery of Savoy. 
In 1532, it narrowly escaped destruction 
by fire. In 1578, it was placed in the 
cathedral at Turin to remain. 


Today, the garment appears to be 
merely a linen cloth without marks of 
any sort visible to the naked eye. But 
when the camera is turned upon it, a 
different story is told. 


The first photograph was taken in 
1898. The one who took it, was more 
surprised than the photographer who ac- 
cidentally discovered the X-ray. In the 
first place, the image was a negative. 
In a photographic negative, the lights 
and shadows are natural; in the linen 
or positive print, they are inverted. 


Dr. aul Vignon, in the year 1901, 
maintained that the “impression” was a 
“vaporigraph,” caused by emanations 
from the body of Christ, for here we are 
supposed to be dealing with the actual 
shroud in which Joseph of Arimathea 
and Nicodemus, wrapped the body of 
our Lord upon the fatal Friday evening. 
Dr. Vignon professed to produce such 
by experiment upon cloth impregnated 
with oil and aloes. He claimed this to 
be a natural negative in full life size. 


Of course, this discovery created wide- 
spread interest among scientists, Chris- 
tians and laymen ... and by 1903 
there had appeared more than thirty- 
five hundred articles, books, and other 
treaties dealing with this famous arti- 
fact. 


Let us examine Dr. Vignon’s “vapori- 
graph” idea. He had to find a name for 
the new idea, or discovery, and he did 
it by compounding certain verbal fac- 
tors. During recent years a new science 
has been developed that has made 
crime a dangerous occupation—the tak-

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ing of finger prints. Not so long ago 
such a thing was impossible because 
the usual print was not visible to the 
naked eye.6You know the history of the 
development of this science, and I need 
not recall it here. But there is one 
phase of the progress made along this 
line that is not generally known. 


Dr. E. M. Hudson perfected a process 
to get latent prints from cloth, wood, 
metal, anything that has not a shiny or 
glossy surface. Time is not an ele- 
ment. Prints remain, we might say, for- 
ever. On cloth these prints cannot be 
removed by friction, such as brushing 
or rubbing, because they impregnate the 
with something of the character of dye. 
What causes the prints to remain upon 
the substances mentioned above? 


The prints are possible because the 
body sweats and gives off oils and salt. 
Everything touched is branded with 
these substances. In the ratio there is 
more salt than oil, but enough oil to 
“set” the salt. 


In the process of searching for latent 
prints on the material mentioned, light 
colored surfaces are treated with silver 
nitrate to develop the sweat traces. The 
nitrate develops the traces into silver 
chloride. When the result is exposed 
to the sunlight, the silver nitrate turns 
black, thus making a perfect pattern on 
a light surface. If the surface is dark in 
color, a calcium sulphide solution pro- 
duces a light pattern on the dark back- 
ground. 


Now turn to Matthew 27:59: “And 
when Joseph had taken the body, he 
wrapped it in a clean linen cloth.” Also 
to John 26:0. “Then cometh Simon Peter 
following him (the other disciple), and 
went into the sepulchre and seeth the 
linen clothes lie. ...”

Every month a certain secular maga- 
zine presents an article entitled, “The 
Most Unforgettable Character I Have 
Ever Met.” If your Staff Writer were to 
be asked who was the most unforget- 
table person he had ever been privil- 
eged to meet, his unhesitating answer 
would be Tracey Bowles—blind musi- 
cian and gifted servant of the Lord Jesus 
Christ. 


Persons who have attended meetings 
of the Swain Evangelistic Party, will al- 
ways remember Tracey Bowles. Here is 
a man, deprived of the precious gift of 
sight from birth, who can visualize the 
Light of Divine Love far more clearly 
than most folks with perfect physical 
eyesight. 

Born in Putnam County, West Vir- 
ginia in 1903, it was discovered that 
Tracey was destined to a life of dark- 
ness. Worse yet, the bumps and falls 
that every child gets, meant broken 
bones and many weeks in bed for this 
boy. Even his digestion was not that 
of the normal child . . . and he suffered 
stomach disorders and violent illness 
which often left him too weak to raise 
his head. 


SCHOOL DAYS 


“Eye hath not seen, nor ear heard, neither 
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have entered into the heart of man, the things 
which God hath prepared for them that love 
him. But God hath revealed them unto us by 
his Spirit.” 


God’s marvelous law of compensa- 
tion which magnifies the other senses to 
make up for those lost, gave Tracey 
Bowles a keen, observing mind, a mar- 
velously sweet voice, an almost miracu- 
lous talent for instrumental music, and 
rarest of all gifts—the ability to entertain 
people and make them love and respect 
him. 


At the age of five, he was taken by his 
father, who was q school teacher, to a 
Teachers’ Institute, where he listened to 
musical programs and lectures by 
county and state superintendents. Be- 
cause of his unusually retentive mem- 
ory, Tracéy was placed on exhibition 
before the assembled educators. With- 
out the slightest hesitation, he named all 
the States and their Capitals, the Coun- 
ties and County Seat Towns of West Vir- 
ginia, every one of the Governors of the 
State up to that time, all the Presidents 
of the United, States . . . and concluded 
by naming the sixty-six battles of the 
War between the States. 


Soon it became time for little Tracey 
to enter school. His affliction made it 
necessary for him to bear the additional 
burden of being separated from his 
loved ones, by going far across the State 
to an institution for the blind. The sec- 
ond day in school, an attack of illness 
put him in the hospital where he re- 
mained for four long weeks. Then, aft- 
er being released, he broke his leg 
again, necessitating a return to the hos- 
pital for another long period.

and I had to go back to the hospital for 
another two weeks. I was in the hos- 
pital just about every year I was in 
school]

It was during the summer, when 
Tracey Bowles was fourteen years old 
that he accepted Jesus Christ as Lord 
and Saviour.

“The doctor was born May 1, 1865, at 
Charleston, a village near Toronto, 
Canada. In 1889, he was graduated 
from the Medical College of the Univer- 
sity of New York, and the same year was 
sent to India by the Foreign Board of the 
Presbyterian Church. He was the first 
medical missionary sent to the Western 
India Mission. 


“Located at Sangli, 300 miles south- 
east of Bombay, in a densely populated 


‘area, he obtained a thorough knowledge 


of village life. Arriving with no equip- 
ment except a diploma and a personal 
medicine case he began a lifework which 
resulted in astonishing achievement.” 


Dr. Wanless became founder and man- 
ager of the following institutions: A 
general hospital, six branch hospitals, a 
convalescent home, a medical college, a 
training school for nurses, a leprosarium 
and tuberculosis sanatorium. He also 
started the Mary Wanless Memorial Hos- 
pital at Kolhapur which was a gift from 
the Maharajah of Kolhapur, in appre- 
ciation of medical services rendered to 
him. 


Dr. Wanless married Miss Mary Mar- 





shall of Toronto in 1889. Together they 
went to India the same year. For fif- 
teen years, Mary was his faithful helper 
and companion . . . when suddenly, she 
departed this life to be with the Master 
Whose Missionary Cause she had so 
faithfully served. 


After three years of living alone, Dr. 
Wanless was united in marriage with 
Mrs. Lillian Emery Havens—the Author 
of the new book, “WANLESS OF 
INDIA.” 


Mrs. Havens, was at the time of their 
marriage, a Presbyterian Missionary at 
Kolhapur. Until Sir William retired, 
Lady Wanless gave valuable help in the 
medical cegter. After forty-one years 
of Missionary service, he returned to 
America and resided in Glendale, Cali- 
fornia. He was called to his heavenly 
reward two years later. All that was 
mortal found a quiet resting place in a 
beautiful mausoleum at Forest Lawn 
Memorial Park, Glendale.

B* a striking paradox, it was a miracle 

of healing that gave this Medical 
Missionary to the world. At the age of 
18, he was snatched from death by the 
prayers of his saintly Mother. 


During the spring of 1888, William 
Wanless was smitten with violent illness 
and given up, by the doctors of the com- 
munity, to die. “It was seven o’clock in 
the morning when he awoke and felt the 
pain. He was annoyed. The sunlight 
streaming through the uncurtained win- 
dow of his small attic bedroom stabbed 
viciously at his eyelids. An oppressive

heaviness seemed to have fallen into his 
broad chest during the night. It was 
hard to breathe.” 


Everything in the room appeared to be 
whirling. The desk, bureau, chairs and 
other furniture spun furiously. 


About this time his Mother’s voice 
was heard at the foot of the stairs call- 
ing him to breakfast. He could not an- 
swer. Within a few minutes, other 
members of the family were gathered 
around the bed awaiting the arrival of 
Dr. Huntley—who after a hurried ex- 
amination, said: “I’m not certain, but it 
looks like pneumonia.”

“Tf it’s pneumonia we must know im- 
mediately,” said Mother Wanless in 
sharp, taut, nervous tones. Father be- 
came wonderfully gentle.

Mother Wanless became conscious 
that day of being under an open Heaven. 
There was no time available in which to 
concern herself with the theological nice- 
ties of the Ministry of Healing.

FEW years passed, during which 

time William Wanless laid the foun- 
dation for the great medical career that 
was to follow. The vision of serving 
suffering humanity under Christian 
management was constantly before him. 
His chief objective in life was to win 
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Only one or two books on Foreign Missions, 
possessing the strength of this production, 
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men for Christ. Medical service was re- 
garded as a means toward this goal. 


Finally, on a hot cloudless day in the 
year 1889, the small vessel “Mirsapore” 
chugged into the harbor at Bombay, 
carrying the 24 year old Missionary-doc- 
tor and his bride, Mary. To them, the 
occasion was momentous. 


They expected to be met at the boat 
by one Cora Stiger, described as “tall, 
thin, angular and melancholy.” 


“Bombay pleased William very much. 
It was substantial. Starting from the 
water’s edge the city grew up and back, 
the sturdy Government buildings, the 
large homes and prosperous stores form- 
ing a rising mass which swept up into 
a firm nest of green hills. Looming back 
of the hills started the giant stairway of 
the gods, the towering Western Ghats. 
Up, up they soared, each lofty peak 
stretched higher than the last, until in 
vaporous mists they disappeared into the 
heaven-highest clouds.” 


But the new arrivals wn that this 
was only the gateway to India. This 
was just the front door. Behind Bombay 
lay a vast land pulsating with humanity 
—a mysterious humanity ridden by 
famine, disease, superstition and ignor- 
ance. 


As they were preparing to leave the 
boat, a stateroom door opened a few 
paces away... and a figure emerged. 
“Mary gasped in astonishment as Rao 
Bahadur Pranspe came upon the deck. 
She remembered her first glimpse of the 
distinguished Hindu when he had 
boarded the ship at Liverpool. ‘He’s the 
Brahmin caste,’ William had explained. 
‘The highest caste of India.’ ” 


Mary found it difficult to think of the 
olive-complexioned man with the Eng- 
lish-tailored suit as a native of India, 
especially after William had reported 
several interesting conversations during 
which Rao Bahadur Pranspe had spoken 
flawless English. Having reached India, 
this Brahmin now appeared in native 








garb. <A dhoti of finest white muslin 
was topped by a knee-length yellow shirt 
and green satin vest. A large turban of 
soft yellow silk was piled high on his 
head. Leather sandals covered his 
otherwise bare feet. 


The Hindu had been most cordial with 
the other passengers during the voy- 
age, William addressed him: “I’m glad 
of a chance to shake hands before we 
go. We missed you at breakfast this 
morning.” He held out his hand in a 
friendly gesture. But there it stayed, 
alone and in mid-air. 


The olive face of Rao Bahadur Pranspe 
settled into cast ridges of arrogance and 
intolerance. He manifested utter con- 
tempt by fixing cobra-like eyes upon the 
young couple and withdrawing stiffly 
from their presence. He refused, in-his 
native India, to contaminate himself by 
lingering with unwelcome foreign 
Christians.

ORA STIGER failed to-appear at the 
boat. The streets of Bombay teemed 
with people and animals, Burdened don- 
keys, weighted camels, horses, bullock? 
wearing blue beads around their necks 
wandering through a fabulous setting 


teeming with Parsee women in finest, 


embroidered saris, Moslem women 
swathed in white burkas with peep holes 
of lace for the eyes to see through; 
Arabs, Afghans, giant Sikhs in their 
crimson uniforms, pearl-selling Persians, 
native clerks wearing goggles, fashion- 
ably-dressed Europeans and crowds of 
brown men with white garments and 
colored turbans. But there was no one 
answering the description of Cora 
Stiger. 


William and Mary found their way to 
the Apollo Hotel. Here they lived samp- 
tuously for a few hours. The palatial 
surroundings, gorgeous display of 
wealth, twelve-course meals and ability 
of the management to satisfy the whims 
of foreign tourists ... was in direct con- 
trast with the misery, squalor and 
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degradation of the struggling masses 
outside. 


There was a knock at the door late 
that evening. A woman was standing in 
the hallway. All his life William re- 
membered the picture he saw that night. 
The caller was “tall, thin, angular—and 
when she spoke there was melancholy.” 


“I’m looking for Dr, Wanless.” It was 
the lonely, sorrowful voice of Cora Stiger 
speaking. 

At this point, the Author makes 
Cora Stiger a symbol of those Mis- 
sionaries to India who have be- 
come discouraged and disheartened 
over the insurmountable problems 
thrown in their path. The sad ex- 
periences of this tired soldier of the 
Cross are used to impress the 
reader with the tragic conditions 
existing among the people of the 
Orient . . . and the crying need of 
Gospel light to release them from 
the shackles of darkness. 


A few paragraphs reproduced from 
pages 39 to 45 inclusive will convey the 
trend of thought: 


“Won’t you sit down?” Mary heard 
herself saying, and the thin figure 
seemed to fold up like a deck chair and 
came to rest on the grass matting. 


The lonely voice explained. “Indians sit 
on the floor.” And there was silence. 


“Well, this is a pleasure.” William’s 
good, sensible voice brought back cour- 
age to Mary’s pinched heart. “We went 
to the native quarters this afternoon 
looking for your dispensary but discov- 
ered you’d moved.” Cora gave no reply 
but sat motionless, her face shadowed by 
a red native scarf worn over her flat, 
brown hair. 


“We were disappointed not to find you 
when, we landed, but I suppose you were 
busy.” William’s statement was in the 
form of an indirect question. He was 
trying to draw out this strange, silent 
woman. Still Cora sat motionless. 


Cora lifted her eyes, looked at William, 
then at Mary who hoped her heart 
didn’t sound as if it was thumping out 
loud. When the pale, blue eyes were 
turned back on William, Cora spoke... 
and her tones were like those of a 
prophet. 


“Go home. They don’t want us. Go.” 
The thin, purple-veined lids covered pale 
blue eyes and from her hair slipped the 
red shawl. 


“Well,” replied William, “that’s not 
exactly encouraging advice to give a 
young medical missionary.” 
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mmm (Pray for these labors.) — 


The pale eyes stared into his. “Go 
home,” Cora repeated, but this time her 
voice was not the same. Broken threads 
of hysteria raveled its even edges. 


Cora Stiger was fast losing her calm 
and composure. The long, icy fingers 
nervously twisted the red scarf and her 
thin lips quivered. Her face was pale 
and her eyes deep-set. She was fighting 
to control her tears. “India doesn’t 
want you. You don’t belong here. They’re 
a different kind of people.” Her eyes 
narrowed, “They’re not human,” she 
breathed. 


Her eyes were glazed and she stared 
at the grass rug hypnotically. “I was 
going to help these people, too. I was 
going to do great things in India. I 
wanted to be one of the people.” Her 
voice trembled. “I thought I was deal- 
ing with human beings, but they aren’t. 
These people worship lust. They wor- 
ship filth, immorality, foulness!” Her 
agitated voice rose harshly. “And they’re 
so repulsive! They’re so damnably re- 
pulsive!” Her control was gone. She 
sobbed again. William was alarmed at 
this fierce tirade. 


Mary felt totally unable to cope with 


the strength of this woman’s failure and 
shrank into a corner of the room, hoping 
that William would take a hand and do 
something. William did. 


“Miss Stiger, do you believe in God?” 


The abruptness of the question startled 
her. She eyed William defensively. 


“Of course I do!” 


“Doesn’t he clearly tell us in His Word 
that His good will overcome evil?” 


“T’ve read the Bible on and off for ten 
years, my friend,” she said grimly. 
“But...” Here she sighed, and Wil- 
liam experienced a shock as she lifted 
her shoulders in the expressive, defeated 
gesture he had seen on the streets of 
Bombay. She drew her scarf tightly 
about her shoulders. “Before you decide 
to stay, I advise you to look at one of 
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India’s goddesses. Around the corner 
from my—my old dispensary,” her voice 
nearly broke, “you’ll find her temple. 
Go inside, see her image and remem- 
ber—that’s one of their deities. Her 
name is Kali.” As she uttered the name 
a weakness overcame her. The young 
doctor and his wife rushed to her side. 
She seemed to be fainting. They helped 
her into a chair and William crossed to 
the dresser, pouring a glass of water 
from the brass pitcher. 


As Mary stood by her side, Cora 
reached out with thin fingers and caught 
her arm. “Go home, she hissed. “Go 
home!” And pulling her scarf about her 
whispered “Good-bye,” and was gone. 


“Miss Stiger! Miss Stiger! William 
hurried into the hallway, but the tall 
figure had disappeared down the stairs.” 


(The above quotations will illustrate some- 
thing of the discouragement encountered by 
Dr. Wanless upon reaching India.) 


On the following day, William and 
Mary visited the section of Bombay 
where Cora Stiger made her headquar- 
ters. Ancient, once-white houses with 
overhanging balconies lined the streets. 
Goats, dogs, cows and swarms of naked 
children crowded together. Reeking 
with odors of rancid grease, curry pow- 
der, oil of cocoanut and withered jasmine 
flowers, putrid with filth and pestilence, 
this was the residential section of the 
poorer Hindus, Mary tried to imagine 
how Cora could possibly live in such a 
place. 


Finally reaching the location to which 
they had been directed, they found a 
large crowd assembled outside the build- 
ing. 


Cora Stiger was dead. William gave 
instructions regarding her burial.

visit at the Apollo Hotel, Miss Stiger 
had urged the newcomers to visit the 
heathen edifce dedicated to the worship 
of THE GODDESS KALI.

they told him the farmer was Lloyd 
Hahn. He was electrified. Everyone 
knew Lloyd Hahn of Falls City, the 
man who had won five indoor world rec- 
ords from 1924-29 and acquired fame at 
the Olympic games. 


Some time later, Gil sat in a class on 
Youth Evangelism. From the time he 
could remember, there had been a desire 
in his heart to be a great runner and 
compete in races. And there was an 
equally deep desire to be a Christian. 
Was it possible to be both? Many per- 
sons thought not! 


But the lady directing the discussion 
read: “But they that wait upon the 
Lord shall renew their strength; they 
shall mount up with wings as eagles; 
they shall run, and not be weary; and 
they shall walk, and not faint.”

Later in the Arena, he was asked to 
say a few words and responded: “I ap- 
preciate your kindness to me, and I think 
that many of you know and realize that 
running is only a hobby with me. My 
main job is serving the Lord Jesus Christ, 
and it was only through prayer that a 
world’s record was set tonight.” 


Because of his high position in the 
world of sports, Gil is furnished with 
many opportunities to speak. He never 
fails to exalt Christ, and his track trips 
frequently turn into preaching tours.

Psalms 145:10-19 ’ 


OLDEN TEXT: “Thy kingdom is an 

everlasting kingdom, and thy do- 
minion endureth throughout all gen- 
erations.” Psalms 145:13. 











1. GOD REVEALED IN HIS WORKS. 
“All thy works shall praise thee.” There 
are some verities so plain that they need 
no proof, and so high that they admit of 
none. So it is with the fact of God. 
Plato said: “God is the eternal mind, the 
cause of good in nature.” Calvin said: 
“God is an infinite and spiritual essence.” 


There are beauty and fragrance in a 
rose; there are melody and rhythm in 
music ... but how would one go about 
it to prove these things? Any attempt 
to prove them would mar their luster. 


Thought exists in the brain of man. 
Life exists in the cell of animate matter 
. but no surgeon has ever isolated 
either with his scalpel. If a doubter 
denies they exist, pity him. If an un- 
believer says there is no God, pity him. 
God CAN BE KNOWN by every normal 
human being. 


No amount of intellectual exertion can 
discover God, for God is REVEALED 
and cannot be DISCOVERED. He is re- 
vealed in nature. Just as the master- 
pieces of Michelangelo make his name 
immortal, or as Christopher Wren’s ca- 
thedrals lift high the memory of the 
great architect, so, “The heavens declare 
the glory of God, and the firmament 
sheweth his handiwork.” 


Nature alone is unable to tell the 
whole story of God’s power and love. 
Tyndall, the scientist, said: “If asked 
whether science has solved, or is likely 
in our day to solve the problem of the 
universe, I must shake my ‘head in 





doubt. Behind and above and around us, 
the real mystery of the universe lies 
unsolved, and, as far as we are con- 
cerned, incapable of solution. The prob- 
lem of the connection of body and soul 
is as unsolvable in its modern form, as it 
was in the pre-scientific ages.” 


2. GOD REVEALED IN HIS WORD. 
Man has three ways for acquiring 
knowledge: (a) the scientific method of 
research, (b) the philosophical method 
of reason, and (c) the supernatural 
method of revelation. 


Science is knowledge gained and 
verified by exact observation and cor- 
rect thinking. There is a sense in 
which all science is speculation for its 
results depend upon man’s powers to ob- 
serve and think—and human nature is 
limited at best. No one is able to think 
without some degree of bias and preju- 
dice. 


The knowledge which comes to us by 
pure reason is philosophical. The philoso- 
pher surveys the whole field of a given 
subject, then tries to find, if possible, 
some fact or principle that will explain 
it all . . . after which he reduces his 
conclusions to a definite system of 
thought. Dr. E. P. Mullins illustrated it 
this ‘way: Each fact in the universe is a 
stick. The philosopher gathers up the 
sticks and binds them into one bundle. 
The band around the bundle is the prin- 
ciple of UNITY operating in the uni- 
verse. 


Some believe the basic fact of the uni- 
verse to be matter. To them, mind is an 
evolution from physical substances. 
These people are materialists. Others 
think mind supersedes matter and furn- 
ishes a better explanation of all things. 
They are idealists. The “Christian be- 
lieves that Personality is supreme... 
and that the Supreme Being has, by a 
deliberate act of will and love, revealed 
Himself to our humanity. This is theism. 
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The Bible came NOT by either the 
scientific or philosophical methods, but 
by supernatural revelation, “Eye hath 
not seen, nor ear heard, neither have 
entered into the heart of man the things 
which God hath prepared for them that 
love him; but God hath REVEALED 
them unto us by his Spirit.” 


3. GOD REVEALED IN 
WAYS. 


(a) Intuition. Man is incurably re- 
ligious. Every human has a religious in- 
stinct. The divine image is stamped in 
every soul. This image became distorted 
at the time of the Fall of Man. 


OTHER 


(b) Incarnation. The human race saw 
God in the incarnation of the Eternal 
Son. Our Lord lived thirty-three years 
on this earth without committing one 
sin. Only God could live such a life! 


(c) Experience. Spiritually-minded 
believers enjoy an experiential relation- 
ship with God. These people KNOW in 
whom they have believed. They have 
found adjustment to spiritual environ- 
ment. 


The Psalm (No. 145) which embodies 
these sublime truths, falls into the fol- 
lowing divisions: 

Verses 1- 3—His greatness. 
4- 6—His majesty. 
7- 9—His mercy. 
10-13—His kingdom. 
14-16—His grace. 
17-21—His_ holiness. 
21 —His name. 





April 15, 1945 
Pioneers Of Faith 

Gen. 12:1-2; Acts 7:47, 12-17 
OLDEN TEXT: “By faith Abraham, 
when he was called to go out into 
a place which he should receive for an 
inheritance, obeyed; and he went out, not 
knowing whither he went.” Hebrews 
11:8. 


1. FAITH IS SUBSTANCE. The 
eleventh chapter of Hebrews has been 
called “God’s hall of fame.” In it we 
read: “By faith Abraham . . . obeyed; 
and he went out, not knowing whither 
he went.” The chapter opens with the 
phrase: “Now faith is the substance of 
things hoped for, the evidence of things 
not seen.” 
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During the third, the leadership for 
which he had been so carefully trained, 
was faithfully exercised. He spent 
eighty years preparing to do forty years 
work. An extraordinary lesson in pa- 
tience! . . . Someone has said Moses 
spent forty years learning to be some- 
body, forty years learning to be nobody, 
and forty years learning how God can 
use a man who has learned both lessons. 


2. JETHRO’S SOUND ADVICE. After 
leaving Egypt and reaching the Wilder- 
ness, upon Moses’ fell the responsibility 
of establishing a system of law and 
order, As the recognized leader of ,the 
people, he became a one-man supreme 
court and assumed the burden of set- 
tling all disputes—many of which re- 
lated to trivial matters. 


Jethro, “the priest of Midian,” and 
father of Moses’ wife, finally joined the 
sojourners in the Wilderness. Seeing 
that-the leader was wearing himself out 
handling petty details, he suggested that 
assistants be appointed to share the re- 
sponsibility of administering the duties 
of Government. 


Let careful notice be taken, as t» the 
type of men Jethro advocated appoint- 
ing to positions of public trust. He said: 
“Provide out of all the people able men, 
such as fear God, men of truth, hating 
covetousness.” Jethro’s suggested new 
deal was quite the opposite of the new 
deal under which the American people 
are today suffering. 


No wonder the Wilderness Nation be- 
came strong and powerful—being 
headed by men who feared God and 
hated covetousness. Jethro knew the 
temptations that accompany political re- 
sponsibility. He knew the tendency of 
human nature to abuse power. Only 
good men are truly capable of govern- 
ing a people. 


“And Moses hearkened to the voice of 
his father in law, and did all that he 
had said.” 


3. MOSAIC THEOCRACY AND 
AMERICAN DEMOCRACY. The fact of 
similarity between the Government of 
Moses and the system established by the 
founding fathers of the American Re- 
public prove divine leadership in both 
instances, The parallelism is unmistak- 
able: 


(a) Both Governments were born of 
religious impulses, The missionary mo- 
tive and desire to worship God accord- 





ing to the dictates of conscience caused 
early America: settlers to brave stormy 
seas in frail vessels. The revelation re- 
ceived on the “backside of the desert” 
caused Moses to pioneer new areas. 


(b) Both Governments were organized 
following deliverance from oppression. 
People fled to the new world from perse- 
cution in Europe. Moses’ Nation came 
out of Egyptian bondage. 


(c) Both Governments observed holy 
days—the Sabbath, in reverence for God, 
their Deliverer. 


(d) Both Governments had thirteen 
divisions. 


(e) Both Governments provided that 
the humblest citizen could appeal to the 
highest court. 


(f) Both Governments submitted their 
Constitutions to the citizens for ratifica- 
tion. The colonists voted. The followers 
of Moses took similar action on the banks 
of the Jordan. 


(g) Both Governments made provision 
for the naturalization of foreigners. 


(h) Both Governments prohibited a 
foreign born person from holding the 
highest office of the Nation. 


(i) Both Governments erected their 
structures of jurisprudence upon the Ten 
Commandments.

April 29, 1945 
Life In Canaan 
Judges 236-19; 6:11-16 











OLDEN TEXT: “Be strong and of a 

good courage; be not afraid, neither 

be thou dismayed: for the Lord thy 

God is with thee whithersoever thou 
goest.” Joshua 1:9. 


1. JOSHUA’S COMMANDING PER- 
SONALITY. The first mention of Joshua 
in the Bible is as victorious commander 
of armies over the Amalekites at Rephi- 
dim. When Moses climbed Mount Sinai 
to receive the tables of the Law, Joshua 
accompanied him part way. After the de- 
fection of the people in worshipping the 
golden calf, the Tabernacle was moved 
outside the camp, with Joshwa left in 
charge, It became necessary for Moses 
to rebuke him on a certain occasion 





when he sought to intervene in spiritual 
matters (Numbers 11:27-29). 


Joshua was one of two spies who ex- 
plored Canaan. With great solemnity, 
Moses publicly invested in him author- 
ity to govern the Nation, because of his 
faithfulness. Following the death of 
Moses, Joshua assumed command of the 
people. He directed the crossing of the 
Jordan and the invasion of Canaan. 
Under the direction of an angelic being, 
he successfully attacked Jericho. His 
armies were weakened and defeated at 
Ai because of Achan’s secret sin. The 
situation was later retrieved. He lead 
his armies to victory in many other con- 
quests. 


Late in life, Joshua apportioned the 
conquered territory to the various 
tribes. After an interval of rest from 
his arduous labors, he convoked the as- 
sembly, bringing together trial leaders 
from every section, and delivered two 
solemn addresses—recounting the provi- 
dential care enjoyed since the Nation 
left Egypt, urging loyalty to the God of 
their fathers. 


It is difficult to form an estimate of 
Joshua’s character, because the man is 
overshadowed by the greatness of the 
events in which he participated. His life, 
though recorded in detail, shows no 
stain. 


2. REIGN OF THE JUDGES. Joshua’s 
departure from earth life was followed 
by apostasy, anarchy and general de- 
terioration among the people. “In those 
days there was no king in Israel, but 
every man did that which was right in 
his own eyes.” Departure from God and 
religious standards, was accompanied 
with political decay and the development 
of unspeakable national vices. The peo- 
ple were left an easy prey to idolatrous 
influences. It was during this period 
that Judges rose among the tribes. 


The “People’s Bible Encyclopedia” de- 
fines the office of a Judge as follows: 
“The office it appears to have resembled 
that of the Roman dictator, to which it 
has been compared, with this exception, 
that the dictator laid down his power 
as soon as the crisis which had called 
for its exercise had passed away; but 
the Hebrew Judge remained invested 
with his high authority during life (I 
Sam. 4:18; 7:15). Sometimes these 
Judges commenced their career with 
military exploits, but this was not al- 
ways the case.” 


3. A MIGHTY MAN OF VALOR. 
After decades of suffering, the land en- 
joyed a forty year period of rest and 
peace, Then the old story was repeated, 
for we read, “The children of Israel did 
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evil in the sight of the Lord.” “And 


' Israel was greatly impoverished because 


of the Midianites; and cried unto the 
Lord.” 


An unknown and mysterious prophet 
appeared on the scenes to remind the 
people of the deliverance of their fore- 
fathers from Egypt. He called them 
back to God, urged national repentance: 
Gideon, threshing wheat in a secluded 
spot, fearful of attack by the enemy, 
suddenly saw a stranger sitting under an 
oak tree, watching him. Before he could 
speak, the visitor said: “The Lord is 
with thee, thou mighty man of valor!” 


By outward appearance, Gideon did 
not appear to be a brave warrior. He 
was a poor farmer, hiding from an 
enemy. But God’s representative desig- 
nated him as a hero... and that made 
him a mighty man. 


“Go in thy might,” said the angel, 
“and thou shalt save Israel from the 
hand of the Midianites: have I not sent 
thee?” This commission changed the 
character of Gideon and the entire course 
of history for his people.

Fortunately God intervened before the 
Nation completely collapsed. Let Amer- 
ica learn an important lesson from this 
segment of Old Testament history ... 
return to the God of our fathers and 
faithfully rebuild broken moral and spir- 
itual altars. 





May 6, 1945 
The Hebrew Monarchy At Its Height 
I Kings 7 to Il 
OLDEN TEXT: “Blessed is the nation 
whose God is the Lord.” Psalms 
33:12. 


1. DAVID, A GOOD MAN. David ex- 
pressed his life purpose in a Psalm: 
“T will behave myself wisely in a per- 
fect way.” 


He did not always attain to this ideal, 
but bitter tears and remorseful repent- 
ance followed temporary lapses when he 
had occasion to be disappointed in him- 
self. During his forty years reign, the 
tribes were welded into a Nation, yet 
there were no complaints of excessive 
taxation. The last words of this good 
man reveal no lowering of the standard: 
“He that ruleth over men must be just; 
ruling in the fear of God.” 


2. SOLOMON THE WISE. David’s 
greatest ambition was to build a Temple 
for worship in Jerusalem, but warfare 
prevented. He did however, assemble 
material and riches for the purpose. 
Solomon, his son, carried the plan for- 








ward. Seven years were required to 
build the edifice. 


The eighth chapter of I Kings, tells of 
the dedication service. In a solemn 
ceremony, “They brought up the ark of 
the Lord, and the tabernacle of the con- 
gregation, and all the holy vessels, The 
glory of the Lord filled the house of the 
Lord.” 


Solomon offered a memorable prayer, 
which was accompanied by flames de- 
scending from above, consuming burnt 
offerings and sacrifices. The feast 
ended on the eighth day, and the people 
departed for their homes. That night 
the wise ruler received special promises 
and warnings. Solomon’s strength in 
material matters, his ability to bring 
things to pass, resulted from spiritual 
contact with the Source of all wisdom. 
Human effort becomes an empty form, 
except as made creative by the release 
of invisible, spiritual power. 


Because of his contact with God, and 
understanding of the ABSOLUTE 
REALITY of things spiritual, it could 
be said: “And God gave Solomon wisdom 
and understanding exceeding much, and 
largeness of heart, for he was wiser than 
all men: and his fame was in all nations 
round about.” 


The greatest achievement in life is to 
know God experientially. Finding this 
secret, Solomon could enjoy guidance— 
divine guidance from the great reservoir 
of Infinite wisdom. He wrote many 
songs and proverbs, excelling in Jearn- 
ing the age in which he lived. Indeed, 
science, art, and philosophy of the 
twentieth century have not yet caught 
up with him! 

A young man, enmeshed in material- 
ism, was heard to say in the class room: 
“T don’t see anything in the Proverbs.” 
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To which the old Professor replied: 
“Son, you should try to write some!” 


Solomon seemed to triumph in every- 
thing except personal piety. God was 
very patient with him, It is significant 
that Jesus used no word concerning 
Solomon ‘to illustrate His teaching ... 
except a mere allusion to his extra- 
ordinary wealth. Solomon was wise, 
but torn by inward strife. 


38. SOLOMON THE FOOLISH. The 
Mosaic code of Israelitish Government 
prohibited three things: Kings were not 
to multiply horses, wives or wealth. 
Solomon ignored all, and it is said: 
“Solomon did evil in the sight of the 
Lord. And the Lord was angry with 
Solomon. Wherefore the Lord said unto 
Solomon, Forasmuch as this is done of 
thee, and thou hast not kept my cove- 
nant and my statutes, I will surely rend 
the kingdom from thee, and will give it 
to thy servant.” g 


The promises of Scripture are condi- 
tioned upon obedience and loyalty. God’s 
“if” is never as difficult to obey, as to 
disobey ... yet if Solomon failed to heed, 
certainly others should be watchful. 


Solomon died at sixty, a broken, dis- 
illusioned man who had sought happiness 
through compromises. His wail re- 
sembles that of Lord Byron: 

My days are in tha yellow leaf; 

The flowers and fruits of love are gone; 
The worm, the canker, and the grief 
Are mine alone. 

It seems to have taken Solomon many 
years to learn that a mixture of good and 
evil, in the sight of God, is a dangerous 
combination. There is no real happiness 
in this life for any, save the overcomer.
